A 32-year-oki Korean was arrest­ 
ed almost immediately after the ex­ 
plosion and charged with the assas­ 
sination attempt. The man, named 
Rihosho, carried a second bomb in 
his pocket, it was discovered when 
police and guardsmen pounced upon 
him and hustled him out of the 
crowd. 
Emperor is Calm. 
A few hours later Premier Takeshi 
Inukai proceeded to the imperial 
palace. 
He found the young em­ 
peror unusually calm after the har­ 
rowing experience, in which he 
nearly lost his life, 
A short while later an extraordi­ 
nary session of the cabinet was 
called which culminated in its res­ 
ignation. 
Police had considerable difficulty 
dragging the world-be assassin from 
the crowd of outraged citizens who 
surrounded him.

Talking, Weiss discovered, is 
a process similar to that of an ex­ 
plosion with the larynx functioning 
like a valve. 
By studying and classifying the 
various reactions of the muscles oi

During this financial deiresrion 
there is naturally an effort to stim­ 
ulate business by encouraging In 
everyone a greater readineM to 
spend money. **Dcm’t save; spend!” 
is the slogan. Desirable as this ex­ 
pedient may be for restoring busi- 
neM prosperity immediately, it can­ 
not be a good principle so far as 
our children’s training is concerned, 
in case it is to he applied to them. 
We parents who exercise foresight 
shall consider the cultivation of rea­ 
sonable thrift habits in our chil­ 
dren essential to their niost moral 
education. Learning ttuift involves 
learning habits of self-denial. Self- 
denial is indispensable to character 
growth. How can a child a<x|ulre 
good qualities of character who has 
nearly all his immediate wishes 
gratified? He best learns self-de­ 
nials whose parents had not, from 
his early childhood, su ih>11^ 
^1^ 
wishes. 
We parents tend to give the child 
too many toys, tend to buy him too 
many luxuries, and to give him too 
much money. We get pleasure from 
such indulgence. We escape the pain 
of seeing him suffer from denials, 
and we enjoy knowing that we had 
given him a temporary satisfaction. 
Not reason, but feeling, tends to rule 
our attitude and practice in these 
matters. But the mcae easily he 
gets money the less value it has for 
him. 
• 
* 
* 
A good plan is to set for the child, 
say from three to six, spending days 
on which he is to have a definite 
small amoimt, be it once or twice a 
week or month. The plan is defi­ 
nite. Sui^pose he is to get a nickel 
oily each Saturday. Then if he is 
never given money at any time he 
will learn not to beg. He knows 
he must wait. Best moral values 
will accrue If he can be induced to 
save this nickel until he has enough 
to 
a certain t<^. The longer he 
waits the better; but if the price of 
the toy is too great, he may lose in­ 
terest and grow discouraged. 
Sone writers have advised against 
the metal bank, and bank deposit 
for children. 
I believe they are 
wrong. Let the unexpected coins be 
deposited by the young child in the 
mettil bank, or let a nickel be put 
there when he is given another nickel 
to spend. Let the older child leam 
to deposit regularly in bank a sav­ 
ing, no matter how small it may be. 
The public schools have rendered a 
good service in this direction. Even 
though the money in bank may mean 
little to the child, to put it there 
regularly from his early chMhood. 
cultivates a habit which should 
make him much mcure likely, when 
grown up, to carry m the savlngps 
habit. 
• • • 
As soon as tbMS child has learned 
to spread a given sum over several 
days of spending, he is ready for an 
allowance. This readiness ought to 
be acquired by the time h& enters 
school, when an allowance each 
week can be made practicaL But it 
should be a definite amount, no 
more, no less, not to be invaded by 
a reward or punishment scheme 
By and by the allowance should be 
extended to Include money for a 
part or all the child’s clothes.

Bovine tuberculosis was found to be 
considerably more prevalent in cat­ 
tle tested in Pennsylvania than in 
cattle tested in the country as a 
whole in November, the agriculture 
department finds. 
During November, a total of 65,- 
022 cattle in the Keystone state were 
given tubercular tests by state and 
federal officials, and of these, 3,116 
or 4.7 per cent reacted, showing the 
presence of the disease. Of the cat­ 
tle so tested in the entire nation, cm 
the other hand, only two per cent 
were found to be tubercular. 
At the end of November, there 
were in the » Keystone state 7,541 
herds with 127,783 cattle accredited 
as free of tuberculosis. There were 
also under supervision in the state 
142,877 herds with 1,146,865 cattle. 
Inspector J. B. Reidy of the fed­ 
eral government is in charge of the 
inspection service in Pennsylvania 
and cooperates with T. f .

Note Gives Tokio 
U. S. Position On 
China Situation 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The text 
of the American note sent to Japan 
and China follows: 
With the recent military opera­ 
tions about Chinchow, the last re­ 
maining admlnistraUve authority of 
the government of the Chinese Re­ 
public in South Manchuria, as it 
existed prior to September 18th, 
1931, ha.9 been destroyed. 
The Amertean Government con­ 
tinues confident that the work of 
the neutral 
cwnmission 
recently 
authorized by the council of the 
League of Nations will facilitate an 
ultimate solution of the difficulties 
now existing between China and 
Japan. 
But in view of the present situ­ 
ation and of its own rights and 
obligations theletn. the American 
Government deems it to be Its duty 
to notify both the Iripeiisl Japa- 
ZMBM govdroment and the govern­ 


ment of the Chinese Republic that 
it cannot admit the legality of any 
situation de facto nor does it in­ 
tend to recognize any 
treaty

rights of the United States or its 
citizens In China, including those 
which relate to the sovereignty, the 
independence, oc the territorial and 
administrative integrity of the Re­ 
public of China, or to the interna­ 
tional policy relative to China, com­ 
monly known as the open-door pol­ 
icy; and that it does not Intend to 
recognize any situation, treaty or 
agreement which may be brought 
about by means contrary to the cov­ 
enants and obligations of the i^ct 
of Paris of August 27, 1928, to which 
treaty both China and Japan, as 
well as the United States, are par­ 
ties.

Five*Day-Week 
Pioneer Builds 
Town Of 50,1 


Former Immigrant Show Work­ 
er Builds Big Busi­ 
ness

LYNN, Mass, Jan. 8.— Once an 
immigrant shoe worker arriving 
fftm Czechoslovakia, Thomas Blata, 
has created a city of 50,000 popula­ 
tion, and has made it .the biggest 
boot market in the world, is the 
story his friends tell here. 
He was the first man to introduce 
into Europe a five-day week. His 
cooperative plan of having his 30,000 
employes share in the profits, сиг 
losses, of his big business has turn­ 
ed all eyes to his manufacturing 
system. 
Blata’e factory town is Zlinn, 
Czechoslovakia. 
Company - owned 
apartments are rented at low fig­ 
ures to the workers. Lunches are 
served at the plant for about 10 
cents a plate, and there is an occa­ 
sional movie show whilh costs the 
equivalent of two cents. 
Back in 1923, Blata began manu­ 
facturing 1800 pairs of shoes a day 
to sell at wholesale for $6.60 a pair. 
In the years intervening, he has in­ 
creased production to 150,000 pairs 
and reduced the wholesale price to 
$1.50 a pair, with a further reduc­ 
tion in prospect Ground has al­ 
ready been broken in Silesia, Ger­ 
many, for a new factory to employ 
10,000 men, his American friends 
say.The mass production and profit- 
sharing plan of Blata's system pro­ 
vides that every worker over 20 
years of age become interested in 
the earnings of the plant. If the 
plant profits, labor is paid 50 per 
cent Of the profits, the other 50 per 
cent being retained by the organi­ 
zation. If the plant operates at a 
loss, a percentage of the worker’s 
pay is immediately cut from his 
weekly salary, to make up for the 
loss.

In cities of more than 30,000 pop­ 
ulation in Pennsylvania and the 
country at large there appears to 
be a well-defined tendency to organ­ 
ize the administrative affaire of the 
district in such a manner that the 
superintendent is relieved of per­ 
sonal responsibility for minor busi­ 
ness details.

pervisors employed, no type is com­ 
mon to all cities of the state, al­ 
though the music supervisor is most 
frequently employed. 
Dr. Yoakum says: 
"There is no 
general agreement as to the duties 
of the subject supervisor. 
He ap­ 
pears to be more or less a handy 
man about the place. The duty most 
frequently mentioned 
is that of 
looking after supplies in his own 
field.’ Of course that is one of his 
minor duties. 
Eighty-three and three-tenths of 
the second class and 80 per cent of 
the third class report conflict of au­ 
thority between the supervisor and 
principal. In most cities the super­ 
intendent acts as referee when such 
conflicts arise. 
An examination of the dominant 
activities 
of 
the 
representative 
group of superintendents indicated 
above reveals six distinct types of 
serious-minded superintendents, aa 
follows: ‘The super-teacher type, the 
consulting engineer, the research 
specialist, the organization expert, 
the combination of consulting engi­ 
neer and research specialist, and the 
combination of consulting engineer 
and organization expert. 
The super-teacher type Is some­ 
times found in the smaller cities. He 
visits personally every teacher in 
his schools each month, or more 
frequently—in some cases he makes 
300 visits each month. 
He pro­ 
ceeds on the assumption that he is 
the most highly skilled teacher in 
any grade or any subject in his 
school system, that he is the most 
skillful supervisor in the system,! 
that he can diagnose a school room 
situation in from three to five min­ 
utes, prescribe a remedy and pass 
on to the next class. His is usually 
a one-man organization which will 
come to grief when he is unable to 
function as a commander-in-chief. 
The consulting-engineer type is 
usually a man of extensive train­ 
ing and experience. . Because of 
training, experience and tempera­ 
ment he is disposed to make a care­ 
ful and deliberate study of every sit­ 
uation before he offers his opinion. 
In the meantime he is always pre­ 
pared to utilize every resource at 
his command, especially the person­ 
nel of his organization, to deter­ 
mine data from which conclusions 
may be safely drawn. 
The research specialist at his best 
is a diagnostician. At his worst he 
is a "measuring worm”. 
We shall 
consider him at his best. 
He ap­ 
proaches his task with a scientific 
attitude of mind and he evaluates 
instruction in terms of quantitative 
or qualitative standards. If he is a 
capable executive, remedial meas­ 
ures will follow his diagnosis of a 
situation and he will proceed with 
the improvement of instruction on 
a sound basis. If he is a weak ex­ 
ecutive his research activities may 
seriously interfere with the teach­ 
ing process. 
The organization expert has abil­ 
ity to marshall his forces, even 
though they are inadequate, so that 
effective results may be obtained in 
terms of whatever standards appear 
to be desirable at a given time. If 
valid standards are not adopted, his 
organization may present the ap­ 
pearance of a satisfactory school 
situation but be woefully deficient 
in results. 
His instructional corps 
is so organized that it will function 
for a reasonable period without his 
active participation. 
It is not a 
one-man organization. 
Then we note the consulting e n -! 
gineer-organizing expert type, and 
th e consulting engineer-research 
specialist type. 
In the city of New Castle the su­ 
pervision of instruction is done by 
the principals and by supervisors 
of music, art and health under the 
general direction of the superinten­ 
dent of schools. 
It has been our 
constant endeavor to impress upon 
the principals the generally recog­ 
nized principle that the supervision 
of the instructional features of the 
school is their most important func- j 
tion. 
This includes the following 
items: 
the improvement of the 
teacher’s classroom procedure, the

dividual needs of pupils, special at­ 
tention to pupils who constitute 
problem cases, general and special 
m e th o d —including demonstration 
lessons by the principal himself, the 
professional improvement of teach­ 
ers, the rating of teachers and kin­ 
dred subjects. 
The supervision of the elementary 
schools and the junior high schools 
is complicated in New Castle by the 
practice of filling vacancies in those 
grades with inexperienced teachers.; 
The teacher 
training institutions 
give their students an abundance of 
theory but a negligible amount of 
practice teaching before graduation. 
When a young lady receives her cer­ 
tificate she is .still a beginner— 
merely ready to learn the actual 
work of teaching. It becomes neces­ 
sary for the principal to give the 
greater part of his time to the train- 
| ing of these new teachers. Most of 
them do not even know how to make 
their monthly statist*-ml reports. 
The actual management of a group 
of children is in itself a problem 
which sometimes overwhelms them. 
We admit that some of these no­ 
vitiates can keep order and do a 
small amount of teaching, but the 
apt young teacher who has had one 
or two years of experience in a 
»nail school before entering a sys­ 
tem where an effort is made to 
maintain a high degree of excellence 
is at least prepared to manage a 
group of children. She is then able 
to apply her intelligence to purely 
instructional matters. Her previous 
experience may not have given her 
great skill in teaching, but it has 
given her a knowledge of a number 
of factors which she must master 
before she can begin the important 
work of teaching. 
The employment of 30 or 40 in­ 
experienced 
teachers 
every 
year 
saves the taxpayers some money by 
giving them cheap instruction and 
it gives jobs to that number of 
young ladies and gentlemen, but it 
is done at the expense of the chil­ 
dren’s 
educational 
welfare. 
We 
realize perfectly well that many of 
these beginners "get along well” 
with their pupils and their parents, 
but "getting along well” is only a 
part of successful teaching. 
There is only one practical and 
safe way to supervise instruction. 
It must be done by the principal or 
the 
special 
supervisor. 
Interfer­ 
ence by other agencies never results 
in anything but injury to the pupils’ 
welfare. The whole field of super­ 
vision is under the direction of the 
superintendent 
of 
schools, 
a n d 
when he offers suggestions to teach­ 
ers he does it through the princi­ 
pal or the supervisor. Teacher’s ef­ 
ficiency score cards are filed with 
the superintendent at the close of 
each semester.

The first eleven names are of those 
pioneer farmers who came to New 
Prance between 1615 and 1641, writes 
William Dou Boutwell in the Na- 
Uional Geographic Magazine. They, 
are Noel Langlois, Charles Le Moine, 
Paul de Rainville.

had a somewhat different physiology 
than those of normal weight. They 
maintained their heaviness, or thin­ 
ness. no matter how little or how 
much they ate. 
But all these ideas are swept 
aside in the latest word on the sub­ 
ject by Dr. L. H. Newburgh qf Ann 
Arbor, who has made some carefully 
controlled tests. He finds that all 
obesity is simple obesity. All fat peo­ 
ple act like other people and lose 
weight proportionately to the loss of 
food intake. 
There is one very interesting and 
valuable observation which resulted 
from these tests. When a person is 
placed on a restricted diet he may 
not lose weight for several days on 
account of the water retention by 
the body. This also appears to be 
more striking in the overweight than 
h the normal weight because, there 
/eing more tissue in the overweight 
xxiy, water retention is accomplish­ 
ed by all parts and more water is re­ 
tained in tte heavier body. Thus in 
one person, when the food Intake 
was reduced nearly half, there Was 1 
no loss of weight for ten days; then 
suddenly the water retention stop­ 
ped and weight loss was consider­ 
able in a few days. 
Tte practical lesson from this is 
that tte person who is dieting to I 
reduce weight must not become dis­ 
couraged if no results are obtained 
for the first two weeks. Many per­ 
sons have told me: “Oh! I tried toj 
diet, but I only lost five pounds and 
then not another pound for a week. 
So I quit. I’m just naturally fat ” 
Nobody, according to this report 
of Dr. Newburgh’s, is just naturally 
fat. Anybody can reduce who wants 
f to badly. 
it is possible, however, that tte 
report does not apply to every case 
of overweight. I am convinced that 
the weight is to a certain extent con­ 
trolled by otter factors than food 
intake alone. At certain periods of 
life, for instance, with no change 
whatever In the diet, the weight 
suddenly goes up. 
But it is certainly true that mid- 
dleaged people, in general, eat more 
than they need. “The primitive in­ 
stinct (appetite),’* says Dr. New­ 
burgh, “is no longer obeyed or it has 
been persistently disregarded so long 
that it has become dulled and noti­ 
fies its host too late that tte body 
needs have been satisfied.”

HARRISBURG, Jan. 8,—Highway 
constmction during the first half 
of this year in Pennsylvania will 
consist chiefly of projects to be im­ 
proved with Federal-aid money. The 
highway department has an allo­ 
cation of $4.640.667 due from the 
Federal government 
which 
when 
matched by money from the motor 
fund will make available more than 
$9,248,000. 
With tty? Federal-aid money the 
department expects to improve be­ 
tween 300 and 350 miles of road. 
This mileage will be on the old 
highway system and not include any 
of the 20,000 miles taken over last 
August when the department be­ 
came responsible for township roads. 
During the early spring months 
finishing touches also will be made 
to the roads on the township sys­ 
tem which are being improved pn 
the 666 mile emergency program. 
This program the department start­ 
ed after its 1700 mile program of 
township roads had been completed 
late last fall. 
To Oil Rural Roads 
Many >f the rural roads on which 
work is *ing done this winter can­ 
not be g ven the oil binding during 
the cold weather. This same con­ 
dition pr >vails on the roads which 
are being improved with labor from 
the six camps which the department 
has established for unemployed men. 
Official* of the department claim 
that fundi; for new construction on 
the township road system will not 
be available this year before the 
beginning of the fiscal year on June 
I. It is likely that after that date 
the department will announce what 
, mileage of township roads are to be 
Improved during 1932. 
Late last year the department had 
prepared two programs for improv­ 
ing sections on the township system. 
One provided for the improvement 
of 2000 n ties and the other 1500 
miles. When the 666 mile program 
was inaugurated many sections in­ 
cluded in the 1500 mile program 
were scheduled for immediate im­ 
provement . 
Despite the claims of department 
officials before the special session 
of the leg slature saying there were 
no funds available, there will be a 
considerable mileage of township 
roads improved in 1932. 
Much of 
the work may not start until the 
new fiscal year opens June 1. 
Built Big Mileage 
The department also may improve 
several hundred miles of road on 
the old system with "low cost" sur­ 
facing. Last summer 822 miles of 
this type road were built, some of 
which had been on the State high­ 
way system since 1911. There are 
less than 2000 miles of road on the 
old highway system which are not 
classified as surfaced. 
Roads improved with Federal-aid 
money are of a higher type than is 
placed on the township system. The 
Federal government allows $15,000 
a mile for roads improved under this 
arrangement. 
Any additional cost 
is borne by the State. 
Since the 
present administration took office 
last year ail roads being improved 
with Feder il-aid money are being 
kept under the $30,000 a mile basis 
which is combined Federal and 
State allowance. 
That is done in 
order to sec ire the maximum mile­ 
age with the funds available.
